She said her husband, against 
whom she has filed a divorce 
suit, arrived between 5 and 6 
am. in his automebile—about 
four hours before Mueller came 
in with J. Fred Koenig, former 
St. Louis politician and associate 
of Mueller and Havey in a hand- 
book operation.

SPEECH CONFIRMS 


North Viet Nam Extends Deadline for 
Refugees Wishing to Evacuate 
Communist Zone. 


WARNING GIVEN 
BY AIR DEFENSE 


May 29 (AP)—France and South 
Viet Nam have reached agree- 
ment on the withdrawal of all 
French forces from the capital 
city of Saigon, a Viet Nam of- 
ficial announced tonight.

It was here that Twining said 
that although “we have a lot of 
experience in building big 
bombers, it looks as though the 
Soviets are getting ahead in pro- 
duction.” 

“This is not the first time, the 
Soviets have upset the time 
table,” Twining declared. “For 
example, we thought they could 
not duplicate our B-29 in less 
than six or seven years. They 
duplicated it in two years.” 

“We thought they would have 
difficulty in making a good copy 
of the British jet engine. They 
produced a better one in less 
than a year.” 

“Some experts though they 
could not produce an atomic 
bomb in less than six to 10 
years, if at all. They rocked the 
world with a surprise explosion 
in about three years.” - 

Twining did not go into the 
significance of his disclosures. 
It is obvious, however, that the 
Soviet jet heavy bomber is an 
intercontinental plane which can 
reach the United States. Since 
it was seen in several formations 
of eight or 10 at a time, it is 
not only im production but in 
combat units. 

It is the answer to the Amer- 
ican B-36 and B-52. 

Compares to U.S. B-47. 

The medium jet bomber com- 
pares to our B-47 and is con- 
structed primarily to operate 
against our Allies and our peri- 
pheral air bases, 

The supersonic jet fighter is a 
defensive reply to the United 
States Strategic Air Command. 
It should greatly increase the 
difficulty of SAC’s operations 
over the Soviet Union. 

The big turbo-prop plane is 
apparently in production, but 
what is most shocking about the 
disclosure is that it shows the 
Soviets are years ahead of. us 
in this type of engine.

The President and top Penta- 
gon spokesmen have said their 
planned 102,000-man cutback of 
standing forces by mid-1956 is 
based on the expectation of get- 
ting the new reserve program.

The reserve bill would set up 
a new six months’ training pro- 
gram for teen-agers volunteering 
for long-term reserve duty.

William C. Doherty, president 
of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers, said “advisers 
to the President on postal mat- 
ters .. . demonstrated a callous 
disregard for employe morale 
and the economic well-being of 
postal families in urging a veto 
that is ill-advised, unfair and 
discriminatory.” 

Republicans including Senator 
William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, the minority leader, con- 
tinued to predict they would 
round up enough votes to sus- 
tain the veto.

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REA’s Odd Birthday Party 


The Rural Electrification Administration cele- 
brates its twentieth anniversary under strange 
circumstances; Because it has been so brilliant a 
‘success, it is now engaged in a fight for its life. 

Those short-sighted citizens who saw no need 
for REA 20 years ago see no need for it to con- 
tinue now that 92 per cent of the nation’s farms 

are connected to power lines. They affect not to 
realize that the surface has barely been scratched 
in the use of electricity on farms for more pro- 
ductive, more profitable farming and more pleas- 
ant living. They dismiss as only a small 
Statistic the more than 400,000 farms that still 
lack electricity entirely. 

’ So, the Hoover Commission on Organization of 
the Executive Branch of the Government an- 
nounces that REA’s job is finished. It proposes 
to return the financing of rural electrification to 
private lenders, whose failure to do anything 
about it—along with the majority of private 
power companies—was what caused REA to be 
created. 

*...* . 

, In the Eisenhower Administration, as well as 
in the Hoover Commission, the battle te kill REA 
is on. Loans for new generating facilities and 
transmission lines are virtually non-existent. Pub- 
lic power systems are told by the Interior De- 
partment to seek the increased power supplies 
they need, and its transmission, from privately 
owned power companies—‘“to negotiate with a 
gun at their heads,” as Senator Monroney of 
Oklahoma puts it. The preference clause, which 
enables public systems to get any publicly pro- 
duced power at all—the private companies still 
get the bulk of it—is under attack in the 
Administration. 

Here in our own part of the country, five co- 
operatives in Missouri and Oklahoma which gen- 
erate and transmit power in the area of the 
Southwestern Power Administration are im dan- 
ger ot being bankrupted, with $75,000,000 in- 
vested, by the. Administration’s breach of their 
contract for exchange of power with SPA. 

This is the dark picture the short-sighted like 
to see. The picture of the future which the 
longer-sighted have in mind is better to look at. 
American farm homes are expected to double 
their consumption in the next 10 years and triple 
it in the next 20. For every dollar spent in bring- 
ing power to the farm, three or four dollars will 
be spent by the farmer for wiring, plumbing 
and electric appliances. 

. » * . i 

While it is estimated that between 9 and 12 
billion dollars has been spent for these purposes 
on electrified farms so far, the bulk of the stim- 
ulation to the appliance market is still to come. 
There are more than 400 farm uses for electrici- 
ty and at least 250 of them increase production 
or make farming more profitable; while as yet 
two thirds of farm homes lack inside bathrooms 
because they must first be equipped with electric 
pumping systems. 

Farm homes can be supplied with telephone 
service over the same lines that bring them elec- 
tricity, and by the same organization. Yet only 
about 40 per cent of the farms in the United 
States have telephone service. Here in this sub- 
sidiary activity alone is a tremendous job for 
REA in the years ahead—and a healthful stimu- 
lation for business concerns which will sell the 
materials and equipment. 

REA finished? Hardly. The American farmer, 
having come into the light of the Industrial 
Revolution at almost incredibly long last, is not 
going to welcome being invited back into the 
Kerosene Age. 

Nor will retrogression in rural electrification 
be acceptable to the industrialists and commer- 
cial concerns whose prosperity has gone hand in 
hand with the modernization of the farm. 

To REA at 20 we say: Many more years of in- 
creasingly useful. life serving the American 
farmer and, through him, all the American 
people. 
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After the Postal Pay Veto 


With one part of President Eisenhower's veto 
message disapproving the postal pay increase 
bill all parties should be able to agree. This was 
the sentence in which he stated his “earnest hope 
and recommendation” that Congress “quickly 
consider and enact” a new bill which he can sign. 


First, of course, will come the attempt to over- 
ride his yeto. Both branches of Congress adopted 
the bill which the President disapproved by sub- 
stantial margins. That measure certainly repre- 
sents the preponderant sentiment of Congress 
and a strong effort to override the veto is to be 
expected. 

But if that effort fails, as it may in the Senate, 
Congress will face a clear responsibility to get 
busy and pass a new bill. If that is not done, all 
the passionate avowals of friendship for the po- 
litically important postal workers will ring very 
hollow indeed. 

The President's basic objection to the present 
bill seems to be that it failed to follow Admin- 
istration plans for reclassification of postal sala- 
ries. He says it would create “new discrimina- 
tions or inequities’ among postal employes, and 
impose unnecessarily rigid administrative prac- 
tices on the Post Office. 

Postal workers and many Congressmen ob- 
jected to the Administration's reclassification 
plan, on the other .hand,.on the ground that it 
also created “discriminations and inequities,” es- 
pecially by downgrading some jobs and giving 
excessive increases to postmasters and super- 
visory officials. ’ 

There ought to be ‘an acceptable middle way 
between those two positions and that way should 
be promptly found if the veto is sustained. Both 
a reasonable basic pay increase and a sound re- 
classification of postal jobs are long overdue.

Planning for 2,750,000 Boys 


In these days when so many of our boys and 
girls are taking the wrong turn, it is exception- 
ally heartening to know that increasing numbers 
of youngsters are. choosing pursuits that are 
wholesome, healthful and worthwhile. That is 
the happy message brought to St. Louis by the 
nearly 1500 adult leaders of the Boy Scouts of 
America from all parts of the nation meeting 
here this weekend. 

The group gathered for the meeting of the 
National Council is part of nearly 1,000,000 adult 
volunteers. These leaders will look back over 
a year that has been “the most outstanding in 
the history of the Boy Scouts.”’ Membership 
reached more than two and three-quarter million 
boys, in excess of 97,000 units. 

These Scouts and their leaders during the 
year have done work in forest fire prevention, 
cleaning up roadsides and recreation areas, dem- 
onstrating gun safety and water safety and nat- 
ural-resource management, and rodent-control 
projects. 

At the request of President Eisenhower, they 
carried out in 1954 some 200,000 practical proj- 
ects in the conservation of soil, water and wild- 
life. They improved stream and lake shores, 


planted hedgerows, plugged gullies, planted 
grass and trees, improved woodlots, fought 
forest fires, built and put up nest boxes,’ and 
built brush piles for wildlife. 

This is a bright and hope-filled picture of 
young America at work.” And, much as Boy 
Scouting has done in the past to build boys 


into fine young manhood, it is planning to do. 


still more in the future. Specialists at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan have been engaged by the 
Boy Scouts of America to conduct a nation-wide 
survey of the interests and needs of teen-age 
boys, the first of its kind. Armed with this new 
knowledge, Scouting expects to do an increas- 
ingly effective job against delinquency and its 
waste of human lives by producing more and 
more juveniles in good standing. 
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Confusion Becomes Epidemic 

The Public Health Service has multiplied the 
confusion surrounding the Salk vaccine by an- 
nouncing, but not explaining, a new delay in 
clearance. The vaccine is OK but the experts 
want another “look-see at this whole confusing 
picture”—so the public is told. In view of the 
record, the public can only conclude that not 
only the pictube but the experts who are sup- 
posed to deal with it are confusing. 


President Eisenhower carries little conviction 
when he defends Secretary Hobby for her han- 
dling of the problem. 

Mrs. Hobby’s record in this matter has been 
a dismal one indeed. But to attack it by appeal- 
ing to irrational fears is demagogic. That is what 
Senator Morse did when he suggested that in- 
adequate Government testing of the Salk vaccine 
was responsible for the 74 cases of polio among 
vaccinated children. 

The Oregon Senator thereby jumped to two 
conclusions for which no scientific evidence 
whatever has been advanced—that the vaccine 
definitely caused the polio, and that better test- 
ing would have eliminated such cases. Unless he 
has evidence to this effect which has been de- 
nied the public—and we doubt it—he is playing 
on ignorance and arousing unwarranted anxiety 
over the whole vaccination program. 


Secretary Hobby has richly earned criticism, 
but for different reasons. Her fault was not that 
74 children contracted polio after vaccination, but 
that she permitted her department to be caught 
unprepared and irresolute by one of the great 
challenges in the history of public health. 


As long ago as last Oct. 24, the New York City 
Department of Health was making plans for what 
it would do if the Salk vaccine proved effective. 
But Secretary Hobby’s department did not turn 
a wheel until after the results of last year’s mass 
tests were announced April 12. 


At that time Mrs. Hobby was quick to be pho- 
tographed licensing manufacture of the vaccine. 
But all the advance work her department should 
have done, to set up vaccine tests and a system 
of controlled distribution, had not even begun. 
Not until May 5 did she summon a scientific con- 
sultation committee, and not until May 13 did 
she present a plan for meeting the clear federal 
responsibilities in a field which her department 
was expressly organized to serve. 


The shame and the scandal in these weeks of 
fumbling delay is that they could mean denying 
immunity.during this year’s polio season to some 
children who might have been protected by 
definite, decisive, timely action. That is indict- 
ment enough, without resorting to buckshot 
charges, of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare and its Secretary. 
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Enough Rank for MacArthur 


The MacArthur worshippers in Congress, in- 
cluding former Speaker Martin of Massachusetts, 
have been turned down in their campaign to get 
the former Pacific commander raised to the rank 
of “general of the armies.” Responding to some 
five bills to elevate Gen, MacArthur to the post 
held by Gen. Pershing in World War I, the 
Department of Defense has announced that it 
would be “misleading” and cause “misunder- 
standing and controversies” to give the Korean 
war leader this status. 

Many Americans would believe that there is 
just as much reason to raise the rank of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Omar N, Bradley, not to 
mention the five-star officers in the Air Force 
and Navy, as to give still. another promotion to 
Douglas MacArthur. It would be foolish to 
single out the officer who was so unwilling to 
follow the directives from Washington that it 
finally became necessary to relieve him of his 
authority and to call him home. 

Chairman Vinson and his associates on the 
House Military Affairs Committee are doing well 
to devote their time to more urgent matters. 
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Winning Is Much Easier 

For a while a number of baseball fans were 
wondering what was wrong with the Cardinals, 
and that was indeed a question. Right now, how- 
ever, it is easy to see what is right with the 
Cardinals. Their series with Brooklyn brought 
baseball back to first principles, and called for a 
kind of unagonizing reappraisal. 

First, there is the impressive string of Car” 
dinal victories (5 games), and the equally im- 
pressive Dodger losing streak (3 games). Three 
games is not much of a streak, but there was no 
streak at all until Brooklyn fell off Mount Olym- 
pus and into Busch Stadium. The principle here 
is that a string is something you tie knots in, as 
the Redbirds did with the Dodgers. 

Then there is the elementary simplicity of 
winning ball games. Roy Campanella explained 
the Dodger record as a matter of pitching, hit- 
ting and fielding. Nothing else to it. Now Eddie 
Stanky speaks of the Cardinals’ power, speed 
and defense. Different words, same thing, and all 
very simple. The only principle involved is who 
has it, and the Cards have, 

Among the things they now s¢em to have are 
five starting pitchers. In successive games Law- 
rence, Jones, Arroyo, Jackson and Haddix al- 
lowed only three runs among them, and left the 
shower room empty of pitchers. The principle 
here is to see the thing through to the end, and 
by proceeding along these lines, that is what the 
Cardinals just might do. It’s elementary. 
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Gov. Donnelly Is Right 


Gov. Donnelly has done the fair and sensible 
thing in vetoing the bill to exempt the trade-in 
value of automobiles from the sales and use tax. 

There was no more reason to exempt automo- 
biles than there would have been to exempt re- 
frigerators, stoves, TV sets or other commodi- 
ties on which this tax is paid. 

The exemption would have cost the state an 
estimated $5,000,000 a year in revenue, which is 
another unjustifiable aspect of the proposal at a 
time when the state is searching for means of 
raising needed additional revenue.

Bellefontaine, with 46 cows, was spend- 
ing $15,500. 

Bruno Sendlein. another member of 
the board, and Mrs. Pelton gathered 
many stories of Bellefontaine brutality. 
When they brought their reports to the 
board, everyone seemed duly impressed. 
The chairman promised future action. 

Then in January, 1952, a.report on 
the Farms by the Child Welfare League 
of America came in. It bare out all the 
charges Mrs. Pelton and the others had 
been making. 

But the report received little: public- 
ity. The boys were still whipped. 

Mrs. Pelton and Sendlein continued 
their complaints. There was little ques- 
tion that they were making nuisances of 
themselves to some of the other board 
members. One asked Mrs. Pelton, ““Who

the hell do you think you are?” She also 
heard herself called a “‘busybody” and 
a “troublemaker.” - 

Meanwhile Judge David A. McMullan, 
a late appointee to the board, had or- 
dered the new grand jury to investigate. 

Mrs. Pelton was one of the witnesses. 
The jury brought in its report, which 
said among other things: — 


“...A boy indeed was luckless to be 
incarcerated at Bellefontaine Farms, in- 
stead of the more benign atmosphere of 
.. me eo prison camp during World 

ar II.” 


Then Judge McMullan became chair- 
man of Bellefontaine’s Board of Guar- 
dians. Its whole administration was re- 
organized as recommended by the Child 
Welfare League. 


Bellefontaine Farms, now renamed 
Missouri Hills, has a new staff, includ- 
ing two trained social service workers 
under an assistant superintendent who 
is himself an experienced psychiatric 
social worker. 


There is careful screening of house 
supervisors. 


Each boy is carefully studied and dis- 
cussed by the staff. 


Yet Missouri Hills still has no psychi- 
atric therapy for the boys, so it ‘is diffi- 
cult to get at the root of disturbed 
youngsters’ troubles. 


Its two trained social workers are not 
enough. ' : 


Missour! Hills has faults that origi- 
nate outside its own acres, in the courts 
and municipal system of St. Louis. 


For instance, it has na real control 
over what boys are sentenced there— 
sometimes this has allowed psychotics 
and other deeply disturbed children to 
be mixed in with neglected kids who 
have gotten into relatively mild trouble. 
Only now the people in chargé are 
working to change it. They are making 
progress. 


A Sickness in the Country 


From an Address to the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science by Its President, Warren Weaver _ 


There is at present a sickness in our 
country — a sickness of rumor and 
anxiety, of suspicion and distrust, and, 
at its worst, of fear and edy. 

In part, this sickness is the result of 
overemphasis on caution for the past 
rather than on constructive courage 
with respect to the future. In part, it 
is an anti-intellectualism, a strange and 
dangerous lack of faith in scholarly com- 
petence. In part, it is, we all realize, 
the misguided groping of sincere per- 
sons who really want to be good citizens 
but who have been misled as to what 
good citizenship is. 

In its worst part it is the horrid result 
of political pressure, of personal selfish- 
ness, and of the pathological arrogance 
of demagogues with small and nasty 
minds, 

One of the most dangerous and 
wicked results of this disease is the de- 
struction of confidence—confidence that 
honest capable and devoted service will 
be rewarded as such; confidence that 
governmental promises can be trusted 
to be stable, confidence that the pre- 
cious Anglo-Saxon tradition of due pro- 
cess will be observed. 

This sickness attacks our society at all 
levels and in all fields of activity. Sci- 
ence is in a position to be cularly 
aware of the dangers in this sickness, 
but science asks for no special privilege 
or protection. Science voices its con- 
cern but primarily because the problem 
is a universal one. —~ 

Many of the dread disorders of men’s 
bodies involve the production of anti- 
bodies which furnish future immunity 
from the disease. But a fost irrational 
and discouraging fact about our so- 
ciety’s present disease is that apparently 


one can never stop worrying, can never 
be sure that the disease will not strike 
again and again and again. 

Some of us—partly only because of 
the accidental character of our activi- 
ties, partly because we attest to our 
liberalism in more discreet (or should I 
say more timid) ways—have so far 
avoided this disease. But no one of us 
is immune. 

The time has been reached, many of 
us are convinced, when it is no longer 
defensible to fail to take a stand. We 
must use all our wits and patience, all 
our reasonableness and courage, to see 
to it that we take a really sensible, con- 
structive stand, and in particular that 
we do not fight fire with fire. Although 
there often is much incentive to protest 
without restraint, we must not do this. 
Freedom is too precious to deserve rash 
or stupid support. 

There is some encouraging evidence 
that this past year may have seen the 
worst of this disease. There are prom- 
ising signs that at appropriately high 
levels in our government a concern now 
exists to improve the whole loyalty-se- 
curity-secrecy setup. If this is in fact 
done with promptness and candor, then 
we can hope that the disease will also 
begin to wane in other places and in 
other fields of interest.

Violence in a Mountain Pass 


THE PASS, by Richard G. Hubler. (Coward- 
McCann, 338 pgs., $3.95.) 


Coach End, small mining village in : 


the Sierras, is inhabited entirely by 
miners who are trying to extract the 
elusive gold from the surrounding hills. 
The Society of 601, a group of self-ap- 
pointed vigilantes runs the town, led by 
psalm-singing Israel Shanks, an itiner- 
ant preacher. Anyone who incurs their 
disfavor or questions their authority is 
banished. e only way out of town is 
by a dangerous mountain pass. 

Four men are marked by the Commit- 
tee to leave the town: a pfofessional 


gambler, a petty thief, an alcoholic and. 


a halfwit. It is winter and the pass is 
more dangerous than usual, for a bliz- 
zard rages through the ravines and mer- 
cilessly blinds the stumbling figures. 

At the same time, a woman of ill-re- 
pute and her small son, together with 
an old woman and a guide who knows 
the country, start over the pass from 
the opposite direction. The twe parties 
meet near the summit where an old 
rundown cabin provides shelter for 
them. Violence and lust appear as twa 
groups struggle for survival. 

Mr. Hubler, in trying to interpret the 
attitudes and conceptions: of life held 
by his characters, is something like the 
surrealist painter becoming involved in 
squares, circles and cubes, but he fails 
to reconcile the dissonances that he 
has created.

The commission also hit at 
various farm credit agencies, 
which would be turned back to 
private finance in some _ in- 
stances. It also would eliminate 
the postal savings system grad- 
ually, and transfer military com- 
missaries and post exchanges to 
private business. 

Also, in the final stages of 
completion by a task force of the 
Hoover Commission is a report 
on water resources which is di- 
rected at our great multipurpose 
public project for power, recla- 
mation, flood control and navi- 
gation, including TVA in the 
Southeast. 

In all these, millions of citi- 
zens in all walks of life have a 
stake. These folks also are voters, 
and so are a concern of the Re- 
publican party and the Eisen- 
hower Administration which has 
watched and listened anxiously 
in the last few days as Demo- 
crats in both branches of Con- 
gress have run all the changes 
on the name “Hoover.”

The political significance of 
all this was emphasized by fresh-

Little Chance of Action. 


Kefauver has joined Repre- 
sentative Chet Holifield (Dem.), 
California, Hoover Commission 
member, and others who are try- 
ing to.force the commission to 
make the task force report pub- 
lic. The water resources report 
is the final job of the commis- 
sion which will wind up its work 
at the end of June. 

There seems slight chance that 
President Eisenhower would rec- 
ommend any of the controversial 
phases of the Hoover.~Commis- 
sion reports on REA, TVA and 
farm credit agencies to Congress, 
and even less that Congress ever 
would do anything about them. 

But Republican party leaders 
are aware of the political danger 
to the party because of identifi- 
cation of the former Republican 
President with the offending re- 
ports, and the identification of 
the commission itself with the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

The Hoover story seems to 
have come full cycle again to 
those who can remember the 
start of it over a quarter of a 
century ago.

~—Dr. Paul S. Wright of Port- 
land, Ore., took over today as 
moderator of the 167th General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A. 

Dr. Wright, the first moder- 
ator from the Northwest in 43 
years, was elected at the assem- 
bly’s first business session yes- 
terday. He succeeds Dr. Ralph 
Waldo Lloyd, president of Mary- 
ville College, Tenn., and will 
serve a one-year term. 

His election came as a sur- 
prise, as the second nominee, 
Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell, of 
New York City, was the pre- 
balloting favorite. 

Dr. Wright was nominated by 
the Rev. Arthur L. Miller of 
Denver, who told 4000 delegates 
packed into the First Methodist 
Church here, “it is not that the 
East has too many moderators 
and past moderators. It is that 
the West has too few.” 

The first ballot of the 905 
voting delegates favored Wright 
510 to 393, and the vote was 
made unanimous on the sugges- 
tion of Dr. Bonnell. 

Wright was born in Iran of 
missionary parents in 1895. He 
served in pastorates in North 
Dakota, Minneapolis; Minn., and 
Oklahoma before going to the 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Portland in 1941. i 

In his final address, outgoing 
moderator Dr. Lioyd said “it 
will be a few years” before the 
General Assembly, the United 
Presbyterian Church, and the 
Presbyterian Church, U.S., can 
accomplish their proposed three- 
way union. 

The assembly and the United 
Presbyterian Church bodies re- 
cently indorsed the union, but 
the Presbyterian Church, US., 
the southern branch which split 
off during the Civil War, defeat- 
ed the proposal. 

Lloyd said, “The three-way 
union must be postponed for a 
time. How long it may be we 
cannot tell, but we know it will 
be a few years and hope it will 
not be too many.”

SOUTHERN BIPTSTS 
GROWTH ILO 


Average of 1000 a Day Bap- 
tized in Last 5 Years, 
Report Shows.

MIAMI, Fla., May 20—The 
Southern Baptist convention 
heard reports yesterday of suc- 
cess in winning new members 
and raising church funds, then 


in both -fields. 

In the last five years, South- 
ern Baptists have baptized an 
average of 1000 a day, added 
1200 new members a day by 
church letter or transfer from 
other churches, have contributed 
$5,000,000 a week, and have 
established an average of 11 new 
churches a week. 

These figures on growth were 
contained in a report by the 
Rev. Courts Redford, secretary- 
treasurer of the Home Mission 
Board, Atlanta, Ga. He is a 
native of Calhoun, Mo., and a 
former pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Columbia, Mo. 

“We expect to build, reclaim- 
fer our convention, or revitalize 
2666 churches in 1956,” he said. 
$305,573,654 Given Last Year. 

Members of Southern Baptist 
churches last year gave a total 
of $305,573,654, the convention 
was told by the Rev. Baker 
James Cauthen, executive secre- 
tary of the Foreign Mission 
Board, Richmond, -Va. 

This amount includes money 
used by the local churches, by 
state Baptist conventions, and 
what went into domination-wide 
programs. 

More than half of all money 
contributed to most churches 
affiliated with the convention 
is used by the local churches, 
and the convention yesterday 
asked its member churches to 
increase their offerings to the 
co-operative program so _ that 
the denomination can enlarge its 
missionary programs, 

Southern Baptist churches 
were also asked to make a spe- 
cial effort to have more of their 
members give a tenth of their 
incomes to church programs. 
The request came from the Rev. 
Merrill D. Moore, director of 
promotion, and was approved by 
the convention and recom- 
mended to the 30,000 affiliated 
churches. The convention can 
only make recommendations, it 
has no authority over local 
churches. 

9-Year Missionary Program. 

The convention approved a 
special missions program to last 
nine years and culminate in 
1964, which will be the 150th 
anniversary of the first organi- 
zation in North America of Bap- 
tists at a national level. A major 
feature of the missions program 
will be a 12-month period, begin- 
ning in Oct. 1956, as world mis- 
sions year. 

A special committee on world 
evangelization recommended, and 
the convention approved, that a 
nation-wide evangelistic crusade 
be held in 1958 or 1959. 

The convention set a goal of 
raising $1,000,000 a week for 
world missions in 1958. 

Southern Baptist Sunday 
schools had a net increase in en- 
rollment last Year of 600,000, the 
convention was told. The total 
enrollment now is _ 6,356,000.

Leader said in a press confer- 
ence yesterday at Harrisburg that 
he would “have no hesitation in 
recommending that” the suspen- 
sion be extended “if I don’t feel 
the job (of cleaning up boxing) 
is properly and_ thoroughly

“I’m determined we shall not 
have a repetition of the Johnson- 
Mederos type fight,” he added. 

Johnson declared yesterday he 
did not throw the fight nor was 
he bribed to do so, and David- 
son told about the relationship 
among Johnson, Moran and 
Loughrey. 

The commissign alleges that 
Moran owns a financial interest 
in Johnson. State regulations 
forbid secret managers and for- 
bid matchmakers doubling as 
managers. | 

The commission told reporters 
during a recess that the charges 
of “sham, fake and collusion” 
did not necessarily mean the 
Mederos - Johnson match was 
fixed, but that the six men in- 
volved allowed Johnson to fight 
when they knew he wasn’t fit 
and failed to report it to the 
commission. 

The investigation is in recess 
until Monday at 10 a.m,

Hoover reviewed work of the 
commission in an address to the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board at the ‘Waldorf Astoria. 


‘Old Family Doctor.’ 

Calling himself the ‘‘old fam- 
fly doctor,” the 80-year-old com- 
mission chairman said that be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 Govern- 
ment enterprises are competing 
with private business today and 
that most of them should be 
closed up and the others put on 
a sound-paying basis. 

He advocated a “birth control 
of documents” in government, 
saying that the commission had 
recently saved the Government 
$5,000,000 a year and saved in- 
dustry $10,000,000 by simplify- 
ing some of the 4700 different 
varieties of questionaires which 
Government requires industry 
to answer. Up to $250,000,000 
could be saved in this way, he 
said 


He made @y references to 
“the wails of those agencies 
and the pressure groups” which 
protested against the commis- 
sion’s report Monday on Gov- 
ernment business competition 
with private enterprise.

BY DR. ELISHA ATKINS 


Washington U. Instructor 
Reports on Findings in 
Wohl Memorial Lecture.

New findings in the little- 
known field of the causes of 
fever’ were reported by Dr. 
Elisha Atkins yesterday in the 
third annual Alpha Omega Alpha 
lecture at Wohl Memorial Hos- 
pital, 4960 Audubon avenue. He 
is instructor in medicine at 
Washington University School of 
Medicine. 

The lecture is sponsored by 
the university chapter of the fra- 
ternity, a national medical honor 
society. 

Rabbits were used in the 
study, which was continued for 
three years, and fever was de- 
veloped in them by injection of 
typhoid vaccine, 

Dr. Atkins found that the in- 
ection resulted in injury to 
white cells of the blood and oth- 
er body tissue, causing release 
of a substance which in turn 
was responsible for a rise in 
temperature. 

He began by pointing out that 
although fever is one of the 
commonest manifestations of 
disease, it is one of the most 
puzzling, and that the precise 
factors that cause various fevers 
are unknown. 

Dr. Atkins said the substance 
found in the blood of the ill 
rabbits may be the cause of 
fever in infections, heart at- 
tacks, cancer and other diseases 
in which a similar damage to 
cells results in inflammation.

Tent on Athletic Field, 
Gives Preview. 


The General Motors Parade of 
Progress, a bus caravan of scien- 
tific displays, pitched camp oi 
the Washington University ath- 
letic field yesterday and enter- 
tained visitors at a preview last 
night in a carnival-like atmos- 
phere. The show opened today 
and will continue through Tues- 
day. 

‘Under a huge tent, a modern- 
day barker produced synthetic 
rubber by pouring two liquids 


into a soft drink bottle, and 
cooked a real egg on a “cold” 
stove. 

This latter feat was accom- 
plished with a carton of ice 
cream between the stove and fry- 
ing pan. Baffled housewives in 
the audience were told that, elec- 
tricity passed through the ice 
cream, which did not melt, and 
heated only the frying pan. 

Using. himself as part of one 
exhibit, the barker stepped be- 
tween a micro-wave transmitter 
and receiver and varied the 
sound volume by intercepting 
the micro-waves with his hands. 

Outside, the huge vans opened 
up to disclose exhibits ranging 
from jet engines to three-dimen- 
sional sound. One completely 
automatic display, on traffic and 
city planning, showed the trans- 
formation of a town choked with 
automobiles to a city of the fu- 
ture with underground garages 
and roadways and above, mod- 
ern buildings surrounded by 
parks.

ST. LOUIS FOOD 
PRICE INDEX UP 
0.6 PCT. INMONTH 


The St. Louis food price index 
for April was .6 of 1 per cent 
above that for March, but 2.1 
per cent below the level of April 
1954, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported today. The April 
index was put at 112.5, on the 
basis of 100 as the average for 
1947-49. 


Nationally, living costs as a 
whole were reported down 
slightly to the lowest point in 
two years. The index declined 
one-tenth of 1 per cent to 114.2, 
which compared with 114.5 i 
April 1954. The decline was at- 
tributed to lower prices for auto- 
mobiles and a fractional decline 
in rents. 

The bureau also said take- 
home pay of factory workers and 
the purchasing power of their 
pay last month were at record 
highs for April. Net spendable 
weekly earnings averaged $69.05 
for a factory worker with three 
dependents and $61.78 for a 
worker with three dependents 
and $61.78 for a worker with no 
dependents. This was about 40 
cents less than in March. 


WAGE INCREASE ENDS STRIKE 
AT MAGIC CHEF STOVE PLANT 


A strike by 700 union em-

ONE OF THE FIRST THINGS Mrs. Bailey points 
out is that most of the early localized fiction was highly 
romanticized; as Carl Van Doren put it: “The village 
seemed too cozy a microcosm to be disturbed. There it 
lay in the mind's eye, neat, compact, organized, - tra- 
ditional: the white church with its tapering -spire, the 
sober schoolhouse, the smithy of the ringing anvil, the 
corner grocery, the cluster of friendly houses.” 

But along about 1915 the rough side of this coin 
started to appear: in Edgar Lee Masters’s “Spoon 
River Anthology,” Sinclair Lewis’s “Main Street” and, 
in 1940, Henry Bellaman’s “Kings Row” which caused 
quite a stir up in the broad and rolling “Kingdom of 
Callaway.” Most of the Missouri writters whom Mrs. 
Bailey uses as examples, however, take a sort of mid- 
dle-of-the-road view of their small towns. They see 
that life has as many facets, as many aspects of good 
and bad, as it does anywhere else; although they also 
recognize that it is more closely knit than in the highly 
urbanized community. The list of these writers in- 
cludes, among others: Elizabeth Seifert, “Homecom- 
ing’; Wright, “The Calling of Dan Matthews”; Homer 
Croy, “West of the Water Tower”; Fannie Cook, “Boot- 
Heel Doctor”; Nancy Clemens, “Under Glass”; Rose 


Wilder Lane, “Old Home Town’. Bellaman, “Kings 
Row”. John Ellis, “Fran”; Saunders, “Colonel Tod-

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MOST OF THESE WRITERS, it seems to me, give 
good physical pictures of their towns and qne reason 
for this is that many of these pictures are. specific 
descriptions. Generally the author is writing with @ 
some town mirrored at least in the back of his mind *% 
and it is very often a town in which he has spent some %& 
of his life, probably in his younger years. Thus these & 
descriptions. will have a flavor,which fits the villages 
and towns of some certain area of the state; the prairie, 
the hills, the great rivers. But it is my experience that 
towns in these areas are very different physically. The 
county seat villages of the deep Ozark counties are 
not like those of the Lead Belt, which also differ 
widely. from river towns and those in the rich agri- 
cultural counties such as Saline, up on the Missouri 
river. And as the towns differ physically because of 
geographical and economic factors, so does the life 
of the people who reside in them.

THE ATTITUDE which the author takes toward his 
town and its people depends, it seems to me, on one of 
two things. In one instance it is based on actual mem- 
ories or experiences which are pleasant or unpleasant 
and are pictured accordingly. In the second case, the 
author has a theme or message—he is, in short, a tract 
writer—and so his.town is bent and warped to sell his 
particular bill of goods, Thus “Main Street’”—‘‘the 
content of the quiet dead,” “the prohibition of hap- 
piness,” “slavery self-sought and self-defended—dull- 
ness made god.” This was Main Street to. Sinclair 
Lewis and there is doubtless stagnation and provincial- 
ism on every Main Street in every town across. the 
country. Yet there is also friendliness, generosity and 
a certain independence and self-reliance and sense of 
responsibility that come from being an important part 
of @ community. ‘ (

MY OWN MEMORIES of the small-town of my boy- 
hodd are pleasant ones. I recall no individual of great 
wealth in that community—-and fewer barriers between 
the moderately well-to-do and the moderately poor 
than we see in most cities today. Farmer, banker, doc- 
tor, blacksmith, jeweler, shoe maker; each was rec- 
ognized as having a vital part to play in the life of 
the village. Social life centered largely around the 


estant and Catholic dwelt amicably side by side, with 
none of the strife which we read about in some novels 
depicting village life. This was a hill town, depending 
for revenue on tiff mining and timber and serving a 
wide .back-country area, so that the main street was 
lined*with perhaps a dozen general merchandise stores. 
There were, for a time at least, two newspapers and 
two banks, two livery stables and a busy blacksmith 
shop, since teams were used for farming and for haul- 
ing both ore and lumber; There was also an Elite Ice 
Cream Parlor—and we pronounced it “E-light.” Houses 
of white frame were the rule; many of them large and 
comfortable with picket fences, big maple trees and 
space for a vegetable garden. By and large, I'd say 
that this town and most of the other small towns of 
Missouri have changed in just about the same degree 
that our cities have changed during the last half-cen- 
tury; and for very much the same reasons.

HE term “snack” has many 
T connotations. It was not 

originally applied particu- 
larly to food. Nowadays it is 
synonymous. 
* The word was first applied to 
anything eaten between meals. 
Now it is associated with the 


‘quick lunch often served at 


snack bars. These are patron- 
ized either for the sake of sav- 
ing time with the quick service 
or because a comparatively light 
lunch is desired. 


Just as often the term snack 
is applied to a selection of sav- 
ory appetizers served at a late 
afternoon party or before dir- 
ner. A hostess likes this modern 
custom as she is then relieved 
of the task of preparing spread 
canapes beforehand. 

Guests enjoy dipping or 
spreading crackers or potato 
chips with a well-seasoned com- 
bination of foods that can be 
used for the double purpose. On 
the snack tray there are usually 
sliced dill pickles. 


One of the mixed pickle rel- 
ishes is convenient to have on 
hand for use in a dunking sauce, 
as well as for service with the 
main course of a meal. You 
probably have your own favor- 
ite among the many types that 
are available. The piquancy of 
the well-spiced chopped* vege- 
tables gives a desirable contrast 
in flavor to many a meal. 

Party Pickle Dunk. 

One 3-ounce package cream 

cheese, softened; 4% cup milk; 


one 6-ounce can tomato paste; 
one clove garlic, grated; 1-3 cup 
sweet pickle relish; one 8-ounce 
package pre-cooked sausages. 

Combine cheese, milk, tomato 
paste, garlic and pickle relish. 
Beat until well blended. Cut 
sausage links in half crosswise. 
Cook over medium heat about 
three minutes, or until well 
browned. Arrange around 
cheese-pickle mixture with cock- 
tail picks for dunking. Yield: 
about two cups dunk, 


Pickle Sauce for Fish 


One tablespoon butter; one 
tablespoon flour; % cup fish 
stock or water; 42 cup sour 
cream; one tablespoon vinegar 
or lemon juice; one teaspoon 
granulated sugar; 1-3 cup 
chopped dill pickle or mixed 
pickles; one tablespoon minced 
parsley. 

Melt butter in small saucepan 
and stir in flour. When well 
blended, add stock and sour 
cream, stirring constantly over 
low heat until mixture thickens 
slightly and boils. Stir in re- 
maining ingredients, and re- 
heat. Season with salt if neces- 
sary. Yield: about 1 1-3 cups 
sauce. 


Sunday night supper: Make 
sandwiches of bread, sliced ched- 
dar cheese and sliced fresh to- 
matoes.

ITH the big dog show 
W coming up Sunday, we 

have been investigating the 
poodle situation. What is the 
reason for the startling increase 
in their popularity? Well, we'll 
get around to that. 


In the first place, however, 
they aren’t French poodles. Just 
poodles. Some folks lavish lov- 
ing care on poodles. A swank 
beauty palace for poodles is go- 
ing to open here next month. 
Poodles come in different sizes, 
from apartment size on up. One 
local poodle is worth $5500. An- 
other local poodle thinks it is 
a cat. 


We know a lot about poodles, 
or feel we do. We have been 
talking to poodle people, 
which there are no more en- 
thusiastic pet owners. We have 
our thumb on the pulse of the 
poodle public. 


“Only four years or so ago 
there were just a very few 
poodles around this area,” said 
Mrs. Mildred Tebeau. “Now 
there must be a thousand or 
more.” 

She is glad. Mrs. Tebeau is 
decidedly pro-poodle. She is 
president of the St. Louis 
Poodle Club, which is dedicated 
in part to educating the public 
about poodles. This is a wide- 
open field. Misconceptions about 
poodles are rampant on all sides. 

“It makes me so mad when 
people think of the poodle as 
a sissy sort of dog.” said Mrs. 
Tebeau. “Why, if some people 
had their way the poodle would 
be made to appear ridiculous.” 

Actually the poodle is a highly 
intelligent animal which makes 
a wonderful pet: as a retriever 
it is tops and, Mrs. Tebeau said, 
it is high time that people were 
getting around to finding it out. 

Finding it out they are, too. 
At one time the sight of a 
poodle in a dog show was rare 
enough to prompt people tg 
exclaim, “Hey, look. A poodle!’ 

However, when the Forty-sixth 
Annual All-Breed Mississippi 
Valley, whew, Kennel Club Dog 
Show is held here Sunday there 
will be no less than 31 prize 
poodles entered. Show spokes- 
men said this places this once 
relatively scarce breed right up 
alongside old standbys like cock- 
ers and Bostons and such. . 

The show will be held all day 
Sunday at Francis Field, Wash- 
ington University. An all-day 
obedience trial will be staged to- 
morrow by the Greater St. Louis 
Training Club in the Washing- 
ton University Field House. To- 
night dog authorities will con- 
duct a clinic in the field house; 
the public is invited to come, 
listen and ask questions about

parts? Simply because, said 
Mrs. Tebeau, a longtime, unfor- 
tunate feeling that poodles are 
sort of freakish is finally being 
erased from the minds of the 
public at large.

This viewpoint on poodles, she 
said with some annoyance, is

just as hard as they can to make 
the poodle look silly,” Mrs. 
Tebeau said, patting a nearby 
poodle. “Women dye them those 
silly colors, or dress them up in 
those foolish clothes, and parade 
them up and down Fifth ave- 
nue.” 

On the other hand, real 
poodle people—we are trying to 
get away from that phrase but 
it’s habit forming—downright 
dislike this sort of thing, and are 
voluble in their stand that the 
poodle is a non-sissy, sturdy dog 
of great elegance. Tales of 
poodle intelligence abound. 

The one we like comes from 
the Modern Dog Encyclopedia, 
about a poodle in England 
named Domini. This poodle, it 
was claimed, could tell time by 
the clock and even play a good 
game of. dominoes. This might 
well be the source of that joke 
about the checker-playing dog, 
where the owner says: “He's not 
so smart. I beat him two games 
out of three.” 

Another advantage of poodles 

is that they come in various 
sizes and colors. There are toys, 
less than 10 inches tall at the 
shoulder; miniature, under 15 
but over 10 at the shoulder, and 
standard, 15 inches or over at 
the shoulder. 
. The colors range from black, 
white and silver to blue, gray, 
apricot, cream and parti-colored. 
These are natural colors and do 
not include the eye-shattering 
array of purples and greens 
some ladies dye their poodles 
to match their earrings, or toe- 
nail polish. 

Non-poodle people might be 
interested to learn the poodle 
doesn’t go around with those 
pom-poms and fancy haircuts all 
the time; owners and breeders 
normally trim them practically 
at the last minute before a show, 
so they will be clean and tidy 
for the judges. 

Non-trimmed poodles look 
wooly, real wooly. There are 
two accepted styles of trimming: 
The continental, where the hind 
quarters are bare with rosettes 
on the hips and hocks, and the 
English saddle clip in which the 
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hips are covered by a_ short 
clipped blanket of hair. 

“Of course,” said Mrs. Tebeau, 
“individual owners quite often 
make up their own styles. Some 
are quite weird.” 


The practice of clipping 
poodles goes back centuries. 
Originally it was done because 
the poodle was used extensively 
as a retriever and his heavy coat 
slowed him down in the water. 
Poodles have also been used to 
hunt truffles, in combination 
with dachshunds. The poodle 
would find the truffle and the 
dachshund would dig it out.

OODLE owners love nothing 

more than getting together to 

discuss their dogs, which the 
members of the three-year-old 
Poodle Club do once a month 
at the City Hall in Clayton. 
They are not allowed to bring 
their poodles into the City Hall, 
but they do have picnics, and 
everybody brings his Poodles. 

Poodle popularity was a long 
time getting to St. Louis, rela- 
tively. Poodles, said Mrs. Te- 
beau, were accepted, to a degree, 
as a popular pet on both coasts 
quite a while ago. But St. Louis 
was not going to rush into this

Contract 
Bridge

[> you are inclined to take 


(preferably, very slight) lib- 

erties with conventional bids, 
it is wise to apply discrimina- 
tion, Le., to take the right lib- 
erties. 


Consider, for example, the 
opening two no-trump call. Ev- 
ery American authority agrees 
that this bid requires 22-24 high- 
card points, reasonably balanced 
distribution, and at least one 
stopper in every suit. Most ex- 
perts follow this precept relig- 
ioysly. But there are some who 
oven shade the requirements by 
one point or even two points, 
and since they retain their ex- 
pert standing, the presumption 
must be that they get good 
sults from this shading. — 


However, it is of vital impor- 
tance to note the type of shad- . 
ing that these experts choose. 
First, let’s' look at a hand re- 
ported in an English bridge 
magazine: 


The internation 
English expert in the West posi- 
tion opened with two no-trump, 
and his partner innocently (and 
not too optimistically) raised to 
six no-trump. North, fortified 
by the sight of the A-K of clubs 
in his own hand, doubled, and 
that was that. 

Now, with all due respect, it 
is safe to say no American ex- 
pert would even consider bid- 
ding two no-trump on the West 
hand. It would not be the one- 
point shading that they would 
dislike—note that West has 21 
high-card points—it would be, 
rather, the particular make-up 
of those points, with~ particular 
emphasis on the fact that West 
has only one ace. 

This leads us into the matter 
of discrimination. Let's study 
a different hand: 


This hand, as it happens, con- 
tains only 20 high-card points— 
two less than the English exam- 
ple—yet it is a much better two- 
no-trump opening than the 
other. Why? Because nothing 
unpleasant figures to result from 
that opening. If partner raises 
to game, there is every prospect 
of making that game; the wealth 
of intermediate cards will almost 
certainly offer compensation for 
the two points that opener is 
short. 

Perhaps more important, how- 
ever, is the that if partner 
gets slam-minded, this sort of 
two-no-trump opening can stand 
up to his optimism. The three 
aces are excellent slam material, 
and the K-Q-10 in the fourth 
suit “needs no apology.” 

None of the foregoing should 
be taken as an indorsement of 
shading. Academic requirements 
have been set only after the most 
exhaustive research and analysis. 
But if you must shade, use dis- 
crimination!

A ‘Missionary to Missouri 


Sister Madeline Maria in New Post; Served Bolivia, Ceylon

FTER more than 10 years in 
Atte mission fields of Bolivia 

and Ceylon, eating a steady 
diet of bananas and rice and 
keeping watch for tigers and 
poisonous snakes, Sister Made- 
line Maria of the Maryknoll Sis- 
ters is returning to serve as a 
missionary to Missouri—to help 
mee against “pagan material- 
sm.” 

The Brooklyn-born nun, a reg- 
istered nurse with special train- 
ing in public health, stopped in 
St. Louis this week to attend the 
Catholic Hospital Association 
convention and from here goes 
to her. new assignment as assist- 
ant administrator of Queen of 
the World Hospital in Kansas 
City, that community’s first in- 
terracial hospital. 

“I’m convinced,” she said, 
“there is need for missionary 
work right here at hdme as well 
as across the world. The sin of 
materialism is just as pagan as 
any of the heathen customs we 
encountered in the jungles of 
Bolivia or in Buddhist Ceylon.” 

As in her other assignments, 
Sister Madeline Maria will be 
preaching the gospel through 
“love and the idea of service to 
humanity.” 

“In Bolivia and Ceylon both, 
we were able to show people 
the Christian way through the 
medium of health and medical 
treatment. We were able to 
show the native nurses a higher 
concept of human personality 
and teach the dignity of the in- 
dividual. 

“We tried to bring health in 
the spirit of Christ.”

ENTERING THE ORDER in 
1936, Sister Madeline Maria 
spent her first five years 
in the study of nursing-at Cath- 
olic University of America, 
Washington, D. C., and from 
there went to Panama with a 

public health mission. 

In 1945, she was sent to Bo- 
livia’s jungle lands at the head- 
waters of the Amazon river, to. 
aid in the opening of a hospital 
for impoverished rubber work-

ers. With a sister doctor and 
three other sister nurses, she 
spent more than four years 
treating diseased and malnour- 
ished natives, fighting against 
the spread of malaria from con- 
taminated water, and tubercu- 
losis from low living standards. 

Their arrival was announced 
by the “bamboo  wireless”— 
jungle lingo for word of mouth 
— and from throughout’ the 
primitive 100,000 - square - mile 
area their patients came by 
horseback, crude boat or on foot. 
Up-to-date medical methods 
were substituted for witchcraft 
and gradually the superstitu- 
tions and fears of the untutored 
natives gave way to faith in the 
missionaries. 

“It rained seven months out 
ef the year down there, and dur- 
ing the rainy season we could 
travel only by boat,” Sister 
Madeline Maria said. “We faced 
hardships, of course, but that’s 
what a missionary expects.”

‘SHE ADMITTED that the sis- 
ters wearied a little of the 
monotonous meals—bananas for 


breakfast, lunch and dinner— 
and suffered some physical dis- 
comfort “in their primitive sur- 
roundings, but they were never 
in actual danger. 

“We had to kill shakes oc- 
casionally, and the priests c:ar- 
ried rifles as protection against 
tigers, but the jungle animals 
would seldom come into the vil- 
lage.” 

Clothes were laundered in 
muddy water holes, but the sis- 
ters found the sun a life-saving 
disinfectant, and even the con- 
taminated wash water failed to 


' spread disease germs among the 
medical naries. *

IN 1948, Sister Madeline Maria 
was assigned as superior of a 
new venture, to lead a medical 
team to ‘Kandy, Ceylon where 
the Civil Hospital had requested 
Maryknoll sisters to staff sev- 
eral departments. 

“There, we had 635 beds and 
an overload patient list of 1200,” 
She said. “There was the same 
degree of poverty as we found 
in the jungles of Bolivia, but 
more culture, as Ceylon, is the 
center of Buddhism in the 


Orient and in Kandy itself is. 


preserved the most sacred relic 
of Buddhism,. the tooth of 
Budda. 

“One of our principal health 
problems there was the shortage 
of water. For six months cut 
of the year, the shortage was 
acute, and we could turn water 
on in the hospital only two or 
three hours a day. 

“The caste system, foo, was 
difficult, and we had to make 
sure that instructions were 
passed down in the proper or- 
der. Persons of one caste would 
not be assigned duties which be- 


longed to those of another class. 


“We weren't permitted to 
preach—just to do the medical 
work—but we felt we were 
preaching the gospel in our own 
way by trying to raise the stan- 
dard of living and trying to re- 
flect Christ in our work, 

“All we could do was to do 
the job as best we could—and 
trust that God would do the 
rest.”
